AUSTRALIAN COAL. 


Production B» Trebled Within th« 


Tn«nty Yearx. 


The coal of New South Wales was 


discovered 10 years ago by a. ship- 
"wrecked sailor, but it has only been 
'worked on a commercial basis within 
the last fifty years or so, says the Nine- 
teenth Century. 
The carboniferous 


strata of Australia are said to extend 
over IC.tXW.OOO acres. The coal meas- 
ures of New South Wales cover about 
24,000 square miles, with Sydney in 
the center, although Newcastle is the 
most accessible port for the coal fields 
now being worked. In quality the coal 
of New South Wales is. reputedly aot 
much inferior to iai* M *old Soattt 
Wales fot steam^AijCw^inirpoaes, and 
not at all inferiCJi|lBrl»*t-Of Northum- 
berland. Last y«W a very large in- 
crease took place in the «atpaC which 
was raised to M17.6QO tons from 3,910,- 
000 tons in 1896. 
About three-fourths 


of the whole output was exported to 
the Pax:i3c statesW America, to China, 
the eastern archipelago, the Straits 
Settlements, the Pacific islands and 
further India. 
The production has 


more than trebled within the last 23 
years, and as yet is only a fraction^ - 
what it is destined to become. Before 
Hacaulay's Hew Zealander makes its 
appearance on London bridge the New- 
castle at the antipodes will have be- 
come as large and prosperous and im- 
portant a city as Newcastle oa "Coaly 
Tyne."

fealty. 
She harvests and sells all her 


crops, then spends part of the year in 
travel, spending her winters mostly 
in Washington.

It will possibly iurprwe macy per- 


sons to learn that windmills are com- 
ing into extended u»e. for it is not 
uncommon to see a btrutture of the 
kind in a ruinous stale, and destitute 
of sails. But that is trv o">iy of the 
old-fashio.itu wooden erection, the new 
mill, which is finding sath fa\or. be- 
ing an improved contrivance made of 
steel, and wheel-like in general 
ap- 


pearance. The new mill is used chiefly 
for irrigation purposes, pumping water 
so that it may be either stored or 
at once distributed over the land ac- 
cording to requirements. 
Recent ex- 


tended experiments show that although 
the wind is proverbially a fickle agent 


it will do a great 


deal of work m the course oi a year; 
and as it is a free laborer, there is a 
great attraction. In its employment. 
These experiments were made with a 
8i*teen-foot geared windmill at the 
agricultural station of Wisconsin, the 
windmill or engine being attached to 
pumps of different size and pattern ac- 
cording to the strength of the breeze, 
and a tank which contained a measured 
quantity of water which emptied itself 
every hour. The total quantity of wa- 
ter pumped In one year "was sufficient 
to cover seventy-nine acres to 3 depth 
or one foot. During a large portion 
of the time the wind was not strong 
enough to turn the mill, and the time 
for which it was actually in motion 
works out at 14.32 hours per day. It 
will thus be seen that the agriculturist 
has here a valuable worker, but one 
who must be allowed to rest as often 
as be pleases to do so.

In natural incubation the bird, under

The Conquest of the Air. 


A French journal recently published 


an illustrated description of a new 
flying machine, designed by M. Ader, 
and called the "Avion." This 
ma- 


chine has been constructed under the 
auspices of and -with the help of sub- 
sidies from the French war depart- 
ment, and although it broke down at 
its first trial through the occurrence 
of an unexpected squall, it showed 
plainly before that catastrophe stopped 
its career that it had the power of 
rising from the ground. 
The huge 


machine has the appearance of a bat, 
and carries in front two propellers, 
which are worked by steam engines 
of immense power but light weight. 
The wings are merely intended to sup- 
port the apparatus In the air, and do 
not Bap like those of a bird, but they 
are movable at the shoulder, in order 
that the center of gravity of the ma- 
chine can be modified as required. The 
entire machine is built of bamboo fibre 
and steel wires, and the 
inventor 


claims that hs has adopted a principle 
which has not been recognized 
by 


other aspirants in the same -field. He 
has noted that in the -wings of birds, 
of bats and of insects the spiral form 
is always found, and that nature in 
the structure of wings never departs 
iroBi that principle, which hs bsiJevea 
constitutes the basis ot aero-station. 
The wrecked machine Is now in order 
once more, and it is hoped that the 
French military authorities will once 
more sanction experiments which will 
decide whether it will fly or not.

Africans. 


Every one, therefore, must 
wade 


through this sand, fine ladies with 
pretty hose and Parisan boots Just as 
well as a naked Zulu, whose feet are 
often so callous as to feaze the most 
vicious matachino. 


Hundreds of persons land at Beira 


weekly from England, France, Ger- 
many, America, South America and 
the east. It is today the wildest and 
strangest town in Africa. It is the 
outlet and inlet to Mashonaland and 
lower central Africa. The most re- 
fined people knock elbows there with 
the most lawless, and all knuckle un- 
der to that dreadful insect, tbe mat- 
achino, for if not removed quickly it 
means the loss of a foot. The choice 
spot for them to settle is on the ankle, 
where the boot fits tightly, and the 
only way to remove tbe Insect is to cut 
out the surrounding nesh with a s>uaru 
knife. 


The matachino is not to be trifled 


with, and you soon learn to squat 
down in the sand and look at your loot 
when there is a suspicious biting sen- 
sation. ThnKp wno have stronn nerves 
carry a sharp knife and cut out the 
insect themselves. The Afrv'ins do 
this, and it is not an uncommon sight 
to see a boy drop a load of lumber, sit 
uowu aiiu pSTforia s. ssrgiea.! opera- 
tion and continue his labor. 


As far as 1 could learn the matachino 


is indigenous only to northern Moz- 
ambique, for in Delago bay the\ do 
not seem to be troubled with it.
